Site  Surface  and 
Underground  Waters 

COMPLETED  ACTIONS 

0  Tested  and  detected  high  metal 

concentrations  in  previously  “green  water" 
along  Marquette  Street. 

0  Constructed  and  are  now  operating  a 
water  treatment  plant  at  the  site.  The  plant 
removes  greater  than  99%  of  the  hazardous 
metals  in  the  surface  water  that  is  leaving 
the  site. 

0  Rerouted  clean  surface  water  away  from 
the  site  to  prevent  clean  water  from 
overloading  the  water  treatment  plant. 

Before,  during  heavy  rains,  untreated  water 
occasionally  bypassed  the  treatment  plant 
and  was  released  to  Lake  DePue. 

0  Upgraded  the  treatment  plant  so  the 

treated  water  now  meets  all  federal  and 
state  standards  as  required  by  the  interim 
consent  order.  The  treated  water  now  flows 
into  the  Illinois  River  instead  of  Lake  DePue. 

CURRENT  AND  ONGOING  ACTIONS 

->  Investigations  are  underway  to  determine 
other  possible  onsite  sources  that  may  be 
adding  contamination  to  Lake  DePue. 

->  Groundwater  (underground  water)  onsite 
is  being  studied  to  determine  if  it  is  moving 
contaminants  from  the  site  into  Lake  DePue.

COMPLETED  ACTIONS 

0  Investigated  sediments  from  the  ditch 
between  the  site  and  the  lake.  The  tests 
showed  high  concentrations  of  metals. 

0  Several  ditch  remedies  proposed  to  the 
State  by  ExxonMobil  Corporation,  Horsehead 
Industries,  Inc.,  and  Viacom  International  Inc. 

FUTURE  ACTIONS 

□  The  State  will  select  a  preferred  ditch 
remedy  and  present  it  and  other  options  to 
the  public  for  comment. 

□  A  remedy  for  the  ditch  will  be  chosen  and 
implemented. 


FUTURE  ACTIONS 

□  Lake  DePue  water  and  sediments 
will  be  sampled  and  analyzed. 

□  Possible  remedies  will  be  evaluated 

if  contamination  is  present. 

Remedies  could  include: 

1 )  Dredging  or  sediment  removal 

2)  Wetland  formation 

3)  No  action 

4)  Other  unidentified  options 

□  The  possible  remedies  will  be 
submitted  to  the  public  for 
comment. 


A  remedy  for  Lake  DePue  will  be 
chosen  and  implemented.

□  The  wetlands  and  groundwater  between  □ 

the  site  and  Lake  DePue  will  be  evaluated 


If  studies  find  Lake  DePue 
sediments  are 
contaminated,  these 
questions  will  have  to  be 
answered. 


♦  Would  disturbing  the  sediments 
cause  contamination  to  spread? 

♦  How  can  contaminated  sediments  be 
managed  if  the  lake  is  dredged? 

Is  it  more  hazardous  to  remove  the 
sediments  than  it  is  to  leave  them  in 
place?

♦  What  is  the  life  expectancy  of  Lake 
DePue  if  it  is  not  dredged? 

♦  Would  use  restrictions  be  placed  on 
the  lake  if  no  action  were  to  be 
taken? 

♦  Would  a  wetland  be  of  value  to  the 
DePue  community?
